There is a general impression that 
Boston from its lofty peak of intellect 
looks down upon the rest of the coun­ 
try and pities its lack of brains. This 
notion certainly receives some meas­ 
ure of confirmation from the remark 
of the Boston Transcript that “Hard­ 
ing and his cabinet should soon cause 
a sharp upward trend in the curve of 
prosperity.” 
If the 
Transcript 
expects to “get 
by” with that, it has a poor opinion of 
the intelligence of the American peo­ 
ple. Yet it is not unique, or at least it 
will nof remain unique long. 
It is, so 
far as we have observed, the first re­ 
publican paper to inform us that the 
revival of business and the return of 
prosperity will 
be 
due to President 
Harding and his cabinet, but many 
other republican papers will be telling 
us the same thing before long.

“Let's stop meddling abroad, stay 
at home and mind our own business” 
was the republican slogan in the last 
campaign.
